It was to invite, under 
the. guise of pretended friendship and 
reconciliation, all tho Comanches that 
could be assembled in a great scope of 
surrounding country to a big barbecue, 
whore there was to bo eating and drink- 
ing galore and a general smoking of the 
p^pe of peace. It was to be a grand 
feast, especially in tho roast beef part 
of tho menu, said beef to be artistically 
dressed with poison enough to kill every 
&on of a gnu of an Indian that partook 
of it 
Well, they wouldn'*' let the old 


general carry out his scheme, aud ho 
got very hot over it and to tho day of 
his death ctusod tho sentimental fools 
thi.t intcifered with hit. plans for reduc- 
ing the Coiuauohe census. "—Washing- 
ton Post. 


Coal Tar In Masonry. 


The announcement is made in Tho 


National Builder that what was at first 
considered a doubtful experiment—viz, 
tho use oJ: coal tar as a means of render- 
ing masonry impervious to water, espe- 
cially in positions exposed to direct con- 
tat t with the latter—has proved a prac- 
tically valuable resort. Used as a coat- 
ing for masonry built up of very porous 
btono, tar renders it quite impervious, 
evoii at a depth of some 50 feet of wa- 
ter, and, according to the experience of 
thoso who have had much to do with 
it, the article should be utilized in all 
public buildings, particularly those de- 
signed for the preservation of works of 
art, tho dissolving action of water, even 
npon mortar of superior quality, being 
well known; also the unfavorable effect 
of tho exudation of water charged with | 
lime salts from the mortar. Two meth- 
ods of using the tar are named—viz, in 
a boiling state in one or several layers, 
this being suitable for surfaces exposed 
to the air, or it may be mado to flame 
up before using, this being appropriate ; 
to surfaces which havo to be covered up. 


Kept the Crown. 


Orleans House, Twickenham, where 


Louis Philippe lived When duke of Or- 
leans, is in the property market. In 
later days, staying as an exiled king at 
tho Star and Garter, Bichmond, -he 
walked one day to Twickenham for the 
purpose, as he said, of seeing some of 
tho old tradesmen who had served him 
when ho resided there. The first person 
to recognize him was an old man, who 
doffed his hat and hoped bis royal high- 
ness was well. The recognition, how- 
ever, was not mutual. "Perhaps," said 
the old mail, ' 'your roy.al highness will 
remember me when I tell you that I 
keep the Crown"—an alehouse close to 
the entrance of Orleans House.

"Let me 
congratulate you. Tou are able to do 
•what I am not."—London News.

Storm, \Varm untl Cool AVaves.

ST. JOSEPH Mo., Sept. 8.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
waves to cross the continent from Sep- 
tember 8th to 12th and tho uext will 
reach tho Pacific Coast about Septem- 
ber 13th, cross the western mountains 
by the close of the 14th, the great cen- 
tral valleys from 15th to 17th and the 
eastern states about 18th. 


This will be a dangerous storm. Not 


in all parts, but in places; probably 
most severe west of the Mississippi 
about the 15th or 16th. 


The warm wave will cross the west- 


ern mountains' about the 7th, the great 
central valleys about the 13th and the 
eastern states about the 27th. A Cool 
wave will cross the western mountains 
about the 16th, the great central val- 
leys about the 18th and the eastern 
states about tho 20th. 


Killing frosts will occur in many 


northern sections from September 27th 
to the 30th. This frost may penetrate 
southward us far as Oklahoma, Little 
Bock, Memphis, Na&hvillo and Ealeigh. 
Along the north of the <lOlh parallel all 
tender plants should be protected at 
that time. In the Ohio valley tobacco 
planters should be ready to cut their 
crop as this frost will probably injure 
it. 


While some cold weather may be ex- 


pected in October and November win- 
ter will come late and the fall season 
average warmer than usual. This, of 
course, does not apply to every section 
but is the estimate of tho general aver- 
age for the whole United States.

latform and Resolutions announced thrrt their 
epoit \\as icady. 
B. F. Cniloi was invited 


o rend it, and lie at cncc advanced to the 
tage amid gieat applause. 
The ptatfoim U 


omparatively short, but covjiis all lh.it is nec- 
ssaiy and is dhectly to the point: 


THE PLATl'ORM. 


We, the Peoples' paily of Nevada, in mass 


onvention assembled on the 6 lay of Septem- 
er, 1894, do heieby submit the following ai- 
.cles as the expression of our piinciplts and 
lie basis foi a State oiganuadon. 


lM,st—\ye heieby declaie our allegiance to 


.10 National Peoples' paity of the United 
states, and endoise the platfoim adopted at 
Omaha on July 4, 1892. 


Second—The piodiiction of silver being (he 


laiamounl industiy of the State, and its equal 
se with gold as a money metal being in ar- 
oidance with justice, equity and fail dealing, 
ve reitcuxte the demand ofoui national plat- 
onn for the fiee and unlimited coinnge of sil- 
er and gold at the Ameilean intio of 16 to I. 


Thiid—We demand the unconditional ic- 


:>eal ol the national banking la\\s, and in lieu 
if National liank notes tint the Go\ eminent 
.ssue Treasury notes, legal tender foi all debts, 
inblic and pmate, and piovide that a system 
of Government .depositoues be 
established 


throughout the nation and the nation's credit 
be utilized foi the protection of depositors and 
the furnishing of a full legal tender cunency 
diiect to the people through a loan system that 
shall give the Government the benefit of all 
the interest upon the loans negotiated through 
its agency. 


We aic unalterably opposed to the further 


issuance of Government bonds foi any puipose 
whatever. 


Fourth—As true economy lequireb that the 


labor of the country be employed in creating 
values, we demand that the General Govern- 
ment authon/e the States and Tenitories hav- 
ing and and swamp lands of the public domain 
to employ the idle labor of ther> localities in 
placing such lands in suitable condition for 
settlement, the Gencial Government defraying 
ihc immediate expenses by the issuance of 
United States legal tender Treasury notes and 
levying the cost of the same upon the lands to 
unpio%ed. 


Fifth—RecognrVrng the fact that Ameiican 


laboi is unprotected, we demand the piohibr- 
tron of all Chinese and Japanese immigiation 
and such icstuclion of all other immigiatrou as 
wr'l eifectrsely piotect Ameiican labor. 


Sixth—We condemn the action of the last 


Legislature foi passing an amendment to the 
Constrtution authori/ing a lottery system in 
this Slate. 


Seventh—We aie in favor of the election of 


United Stales Senators by the direct vote of 
the people. 


Eighth—The hardships and necessities of 


honest ta\payeis require retrenchment in State 
expenses, and uc eauiestly lecommend that 
the voteis support those proposed constitutional 
amendments combining State officers and abol- 
jShrnent of unnecessary salaries. 


But we ate opposed to the latification of the 


pioposed aa'cndrnents to Section one (I) of 
Aiticle t\.o (2) and Section three (3) of Ar- 
trcle eleven (I I)of tire Constitution of tire State 
of Nevada, and advise that the people vote 
upon these piopositions "No." 


Ninth—We aie unalteiably opposed to any 


extension of the time foi the payment of the 
debts of the Union and Central Pacific lail- 
loads to the Government, and demand th;«t 
Ihe Government foicclose its mortgages upon 
said iaihoadsat maturity, and own and oper- 
ate them in the interests of the people, and 
if 


upon foicclosuie tlieie be a deficiency, that the 
same be enforced against the persons who 
were stockholders when the debts v\ctc created. 


We demand the enforcement of Section four 


of the Interstate Commerce Act. 


Tenth—We are m favor of the enactment of 


a law with an adequate penalty compelling 
candidates 
for public office, to make under 


oath, an itemi/cd account of all their campaign 
and election expenses of whatsoever nature or 
character, and restricting the maximum of such 
expenses to live pel centum of the gross emolu- 
ments of the particular office, theicby enabling 
raor and able men to become candidates foi 
office as well as rich men. 


Eleventh—We me opposed to ling uile in 


he politics of the State and believe that the 
leoplc should tluuvv oft the corporation yoke, 
and it is time that the voters should assert their 
independence and vote for no man for office 
,vho is not fice from the conupt influences of 
:he political bosses of Nevada. 


The tepoit of the Committee was adopted. 


The next order of business was the selection of 
National Commilteemen, and lesulted in the 
following: 
B. F. Cm lei, J. B. McCullough 


of Vv'ashoe, and 
Henry Rives of Eureka. 


NormtKttions for Congiess being in ordei, B. F. 
purler in an eloquent speech p!iced the name 
of James C. Doughty of Elko county in nom- 
aation. 
The name of Doughty was cheered to 


the echo, and as he came forivaul he was given 
;hiee rousing cheeis 
Mr. Doughty in n mod- 


est speech endorsed the platform and said he 
was a native of California, but had lived in this 
State for many years, had.been educated in the 
State and that if nominated he would not take 
the westbound train to-night for California in 
ordei to icceive liis instructions. 
Benjamin 


Curler then arose and nominated "Farmer 
Geoige II. Pecfeham" for Governor. 
Mn_ 


Peckham came forward and endorsed the plat- 
form. 


George S. Sawyer of Lincoln was nominated 


Attorney General. Mr. Sawyer was not pres- 
ent, but John Bowman endorsed the platform 
for Mr. Sawyer, as he had expressed himself as 
being in sympathy with the Peoples' Part)'. 


Charles Steele of Storey was nominated loi 


Controller. 


Dr. Hogan placed M. W. Dungan of Doug- 


las in nomination for State Treasurer and was 
chosen as the nominee. 


M. P. Dooley of Lincoln was nominated as 


State Printer. 


E. A. Kaye of Eureka was nominated for 


Superintendent of Public Instruction. 


The convention then took a recess. 
As the candidates were not assessed a volun- 


tary contribution was taken up to pay the ex- 
penses of the convention. 
The convention re- 


comened and the nomination for Regent of 
the State University for long term resulted in 
Judge Wm. Webster being the nominee. 
The 


nomination for Short Teim Regent was passed 
and left to be Tilled by the State Central Corn- 
mittce 


For District Judge, Benjamin Curler was 


placed in nomination, and chosen as the nom- 
inee of the party, 


Professor Buddington was invited to address 


the ratification meeiing. 
Wm. Thompson 


agreed to furnish the gas and wood foi bon- 
fires, and J. J. Quinn agreed to furnrsh the 
music. At the afternoon session a State Cen- 
tral Committee was named, and a resolution 
passed to appoint a secret service in every vot- 
ing precinct in the State, to sec that no "sack" 
is used befoie or aftji election. 
A committee 


was appointed to piepaic a petition for the pur- 
pose of recognition under the law. 


Thanks were tendeied the officers of the 


convention foi their servrces and also to Mi. 
Thompson and Mr. Qurnn for donations. 
The 


convention was then adjourned to meet at the 
ratification meeting in the evening. 


THE RATiriCATION. 


At 7 o'clock Hoskins' Juveailo Band 


inarched up Virginia street from the 
Riverside Hotel, and, simultaneously 
with the striking up of a lively air by 
tho banJ, the flrst gun or the campaign 
was fired in frout of the Opera House, 
and a mammoth bonfire illuminated 
Commercial Bow. 


Judge Webster called the meeting to 


order and introduced Prof. Buddmg- 


HAKKIS TO B13NNIS, 


ton, a member of. the Populist National 
Oorcrmittee, who made a telling speech, 
during which ho announced that, as a 
member of the National Committee, he 
recognized this convention as tho true 
People's party of Nevada. 
l~He ad- 


vanced to Chairman Webster and took 
bis hand, thereby acknowledging tho 
organization.] Ho stated that some of 
the planks were two years in advance 
of the times, and that the National 
Convention to meet two years henco 
would undoubtedlj' embody them in its 
platform, and Nevada should bo ac- 
corded the credit of 
sounding tho 


warning note oil theso mr.ttera. He 
was listened to attentively to the close. 


Judge Curler, nominee for the Sec- 


ond Judicial District, was introduced 
and made a rousing speech for the 
ticket, at ono point in whii-h ho paid n 
high tribute to J. C. Doughty, tho nom- 
inee for Congre&s, saying that if lie 
himself must bo slaughtered at tbo 
polls, do H but elect Jim Doughty. Mr. 
Curler's speech elicited rounds of ap- 
plause, and was Haiti to bo one of the 
best efforts of law life. 


Dr. Hogan was called for and came 


forward and was introduced. Ho made 
ono of his characteristic speeches cre- 
ating considerable morrimont, and said 
that if this party went back on him ho 
intended to use his best endeavors for 
woman's suffrage, orgfiuizo a party, and 
ho knew the ladies would not go back 
011 him. 


Calls for 
Doughty 
followed, but 


Judgo Curler aroae and announced that 
Mr. Doughty had received a telegram 
from Carsou to meet friends at the in- 
coming train, and owing to this ho was 
delayed. 


Judge Webster made a short speech, 


and whilo he was talking Mr. Doughty 
came into the hall, and received a per- 
fect ovation, the audience rising, cheer- 
ing wildly whilo Mr. Doughty walked 
down the aislo, tho ladies entering into 
tbo enthusiasm with as much earnest- 
ness as the men, waving their handker- 
chiefs. Mr. Doughty walked onto tho 
stage, while throe rousing cheers were 
given for him. Ho was introduced and 
stated that he was laboring under some 
excitement and strain owing to word 
that bad just reached him that illus- 
trated the power of corporations, and 
that at this time he could not make it 
public, but would in two or three days. 
He said that ho was not prepared to 
speak at this time, but wad on the 
ticket to stay and win if the voters of 
Nevada would assist him. 


Judge Webster then made some ap- 


propriate remarks and the meeting 
closed with three cheers for the ticket.

rying out of a policy entirely foreign to 
that adopted at the Winnemueca Con- 
vention. Tho adoption of tho question 
urged by you was then and there sub- 
mitted to the committoo for its decision 
and the roll-call thereon ordered; but 
yourself and eigbt other members, an- 
ticipating the result, bolted and with- 
drew from tho meeting before a vote 
could bo taken thereon. Your action 
and that of your confederates, iu thus 
withdrawing before action had been 
taken on the question, shows clearly 
and conclusively that you and they did
